Once a rate is assigned, the HFS system will be updated with
that rate and any held claims released into processing.

COVID-19 vaccine administration procedure codes are billable
by Physicians, Advance Practice Nurses (APNs), Physician Assistants (PAs), Local Health Departments,
Federally Qualified Health Centers (FQHCs), Rural Health Clinics (RHCs), Encounter Rate Clinics (ERCs),
and School-Based Health Centers (SBHCs).

Please Note: FQHCs, RHCs and ERCs must submit COVID-19 vaccine administration codes fee-for-
service separately from an encounter claim, evenif the vaccine was administered during a face-to face
encounter with a practitioner.

Testing-related
servicesinclude those directly related to the administration of an in vitro diagnostic product described in
section 1905(a)(3)(B) of the Social Security Act, or to the evaluation of a patient for purposes of
determiningthe need for such product. PLEASE NOTE: All claims for the uninsured population must
contain a diagnosis code indicating the patient encounter was for the purposes of COVID testing or
COVID vaccine administration. Paid claims with no COVID or COVID-related diagnosis code are subject
to post-payment review and recoupment.
